C. Bechtler established is private Mint at Rutherfordton N.C. in the year 1831, and coined 
half-eagles, quarter eagles, and one dollar pieces. They circulated freely in the south and west. 


The illustration given is of the dollar. 


Obv. — “One dollar Carolina.” 
Rev. — “Bechtler Rutherf. 28 G. (grams) 


They are not rare. They bring at public coin sales $1.00 to $1.50.
